The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for indicating allowance of 
claim 5: The prior art does not disclose an overcurrent detection circuit, comprising an 
output current detection transistor including an input terminal to which a supply voltage 
is input, a control terminal to which a detection bias voltage is input, and an output 
terminal which is connected to an input terminal of the monitor transistor; a comparison 
circuit that detects an overcurrent when the overcurrent flows to the output transistor by 
comparing the voltage of the output terminal of the output current detection transistor 
and the voltage of the output terminal of the reference transistor and outputs an 
overcurrent detection signal. This feature in combination with the rest of the claim 
limitations is not anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
